Prisoners at Alcre River-- 
Also Take Large Supply 
of Both From Turks 


The Ancre river, a stream in France 
of brook-like ‘proporuons running 
through swampy ground, has. been 
again the scene of. triumphant fight- 
ing by the British, who made splendii 
advances on Saturday on either bank. 
Haig’s forces are now within a few 
hundred yards from Petjt Mirau- 
mont, to the sout!y while the enemy's 
positions before Miraumont, on the 
north bank, have been captured dur- 
ing the.operations, and 12 officers and 
761 men were capturedn, — 

Sunday the enemy counter-attached 
advancing in three waves with bodies 
of supporting troops, but. were re- 
pulse with heavy losses, A remark- 
able inident, and one pointing to the 
utter demorelization of the Germanr, 
is recorded in the British official re- 
port, which says: “We suffered no 
casualties.” ° 

© Important gains have~ also been 
made by the British in Mesopotamia, 
which, in addition to gaining all and 
more than their obnjectives, netted 
1,9995 prisoners, including 89 officers 
(2 of whom were regimental and 3 
battalion commanders). Five machine 
‘guns, 2,500 rifles, and a large quant- 
ity of ammunition, equipnment and 
stores also fell into the hands of the 
British.

Armed Forces to 
Enforce Neutrality 


Secretary Lansing and Assistnat 

Attorney-General Warren urged the 
senate judiciary commijtee to press 
a bill authorizing the president to use 
the. armed forces of the United States 
to enforce its neutrality obligatons, 
particularly with reference to armee 
vessels of a belligerent interned 1m 
ports ‘of the United States whica 
mght seek to escape: : § 
. The bill- would make it lawful for 
the president to employ the land and 
naval forces “to detain universal, pub- 
lic or private, foreign or domestic, 1n 
order to enforce compliance with or to 
prevent the violations of the United 
States under the law of nations.” 

It also would empower the president’ 
to employ such forces “to erfforce any 
or all other obligations imposed upon 
the United States by the law of ' n~ 
tions,” by treaties or conventions vc. 
by statutes of this government. © 


German Casualties 


Casualties in the German army, ex- 
clusive of colonial troops, reported 10 
the-German casualty lists in the’ 
month of January, 1917, totalled 77,- 
584 officers and men killed;-wounded, 
prisoners or missing. The ntotals 
compiled from the list follow: ‘ 

. Killed and died, 15,906; prisoners, 
1,645; missing 11,874; -woundéed 48,- 
109; total, 77,534. 

These casualties bring the total of 
German killed and those who died of 
wounds or sickness to 988,329, and the 
total casualties since the war begun to 
4,087,692.

Days and Drill Nights 


The proposed scheme for the mobil- 
ization o the Canadian milita is still 
in embryonic condition, and has nor 
been - completely matured. Several 
plans have been suggested, but that 
which, it. js beleved, meets. with mos» 
favor may be summed up.as follows: 

There are over 50 urban militr 
‘egiments authorized in the militia 
lists, which were fairly active organ- 
izations before the war. It js pro-< 
posed that these be brought back ts 
life arid recruited by the voluntary 
system up to the strength of 1,000 
each. In doing this it is obvious that 
the medical examination required tor 
overseas active service should be con- 
ciderably, modified so. as to permit 
men with minor but not organic de- 
tects to enlist. ; 

It is not contemplated that the men 
so enlisted leave the vocations in 
which they are at present engaged, as 
it is realized that the taking of 50,000 
away from their active work woul” 
mean a considerable destruction »f 
business and industry, The men wit 
be uniformed and armed, but drill wi'l 
either be confined to the nights or else 
to one or two days a week. Test 
mobilizations will be held from time to 
time, however.

British Gain 1000 “ 
Yards From Germans 


The British carried out on attack on 
a two-mile front west and south of - 
Miraumont, on both-sides of the An- 
cre, for the purpose of gajning the 
higher ground commanding that 
town, toward which the Germans re- 
tired after evacuating Grandecourt. 
It was estimated at corps headquart- 
ers that approximately 300 prisoners 
ave passed back, with more eXpected. 

The British easily attained the first 
objectives,- They then continued to go 
forward just south of Miraumont: ia 
an effort to gain entire control of all 
the higher ground. The first fog tn 
five weeks interfered with the artill- 
ery, but firing still continued. .Qne of 


operations came near the close of the 
preliminary bombardment, when an 
artillery officer crawled out of a 
trench, and, with a telephone, -sta- 
vioned himsel forward in a shell hole, 
and directed the fire which cut the 
German barbed wire in pices. Au 
English sergeant, losing his way, was 
captured, and while being escorted

fled, and the sergeant returned to his. 
ywn lines directly through the cur- 
tain of fire. He was wounded, but 
managed to reach a dressing station

The official report of this battle 
from London says: 

“British troops today captured Ger- 
man positions on a front about one 
and a half miles, penetrating the Ger- 
man defenses to a distance of about 
1,000 yards and coming within close 
range of Petit Miraumont, which lies 
to the northeast of Grandecourt, on 
the Ancre front in France.”

Canadian women and children desir- 
ing to visit Great Britain and France 
have been ‘absolutely prohibited from 
doing so.
